Urbana, III., Dec. 20.— [Special. 
The will of United States Senator Wil- 


liam B. McKinley of Illinois, who died; 


two weeks ago, disposes of an estate 
valued at close to $1,000,000, Included 
in the bequests is $100,000 for a T. M. 
C. A. building to be erected in Cham- 
paign, $100,000 to his widow, ; Mrs. 
Kate F. McKinley, in addition to many 
direct gifts and also annuities to chari- 
table institutions, churches and at- 
viduals, 

Senator McKinley gave many mil- 
lions of dollars away to churches, char- 
itable institutions and universities in 


the last ten years. Intimate friends 


of the late senator place these gifts 
at $10,000,000. His gifts to the Univer- 
sity of Ihinois, alone, for a hospital, 


causes total close to half a million 
dollars.

It might 
be good against Japan off San Francisco, not good 
yenough off Hawali and no good off Guam. It 
might be good against France or Italy and not 
good against Great Britain. It might have suff. 
cient strength in one class of ships and be inferior 
because of its weakness in other classes. It might 
have sufficient tonnage in capital ships and be 
-outranged. It might not have sufficient mobility. 
Its personnel might not be well trained. Its gun- 
nery might not be good. Defects and lacks in 
aviation and in submarines might be fatal. 
Technically trained men know what is required. 
To the public a picture of a battleship squadron 
looks formidable enough. It is pretty well under- 
stood that the American navy has not been main- 
tained in accordance with the stipulations and 
authorizations of the naval treaty. The agree- 
ment does not compel the United States to main- 
tain itself on an equality with Great Britain or in 
the ratio to Japan as stated. Our state depart- 
ment has construed the treaty against the Ameri- 
ean navy. It did so when the question was one 
ef getting additional range by elevating the guns. 

We are convinced that the American ships are 
eutranged. Strength measured by size of battle- 
ships is a delusion. We have no confidence in 
American submarines or in the sufficiency of
